The Applicants have argued that the user's computer does not remain connected to the associate's web page while viewing the 
merchant's web page because Bezos teaches that navigational controls are provided to return a customer to the associate's web page 
(see Remarks page 10). The examiner respectfully disagrees. The navigational controls in the top frame are used to control the bottom 
frame, but they do not affect the frame that maintains the associate's web page while the user is viewing and processing product 
purchases at the merchant's web site. Bezos clearly discloses this at col. 12, lines 32-41. 

The Applicants have also argued that Bezos dislcoses only that the associate's web page is maintained and not that the user's 
computer is connected to the associate's web page or that the user can interact with the associate's web page. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Bezos teaches that a connection is established when the user's computer is presented with the associate's web 
page in a frame. Bezos in no way discloses that this connection is broken when the merchant's web page is presented in a different 
frame. Thus one of ordinary skill in the art would realize that the user 's computer is still connected to the assoicate's computer. If the 
Applicants disagree then the examiner invites the Applicants to submit evidence that a connection in one frame is broken when the user 
interacts within another frame. For these reasons, the examiner maintains the art rejection. 
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
